St. Petersburg, Aug. 23: — Owing to 


the strong military measures adopted 
the strike in Poland will not become 
general. Many shops are open and 
only a few banks, insurance compa- 
nies and commercial offices are closed. 
Still the situation is serious. Practi- 
cally all the facfdYies at Warsaw and 
Lodz are closed. Serious .rioting has 
occurred at the latter place, the strik- 
ers forcing the shops to close by 
smashing the windows 
The strike on 


the state railways and tramways con- 
tinues, and the telegraph communica- 
tion between Lodz and Warsaw is dis- 
organized. The newspapers are not 
appearing at Lodz. 


At a public meeting held in the 


town hall at Moscow, the . emperor's 
manifesto on the douma project was 
-discussed. 
One speaker denounced 


the manifesto and the project in vio- 
lent terms. Another urged armed re- 
bellion. Later the municipal officials 
entered the hall and the mayor, Prince 
Galitxin, made a speech, after which 
a resolution was adopted which de- 
clared that the'T^eting attached great 
value to. the constitution of the douma 
as the first sts^ toward participation 
of the public in the work of legisla- 
tion, but that it fully realized that a 
national 
government was possible 


only on the condition that the Russian 
people be given immediately all civil 
rights, freedom of the press, freedom 
of speech and ipeeting and inviolabil- 
ity of pei son, aAd urged that changes 
be made based o;iHhe principle of uni- 
versal suffrage in order to restore the 
complete calm of the country.

It is really surprising how little time 


and attention are given to the proper 
care of children's hair. Grownup folks 
have their hair shampooed and their 
scalps treated regularh, while nature 
seems to be left to caie for the little 
ones in this respect, says the Ladies' 
World in preface to some hints on the 
care of the hair. 


Infants' heads should- be washed just 


the same as any other part of the body 
every morning. Sometimes there will 
appear what is called a slight "crust" 
on the top of the little head; in such 
cases rub the scalp at uigut, ^ ery gen- 
tly, with some vaieliue. In the morn- 
ing this should be washed off with 
warm water and the best quality of 
toilet soap, u>'ug several waters- 
warm, of coarse—to rinse away the 
soap. Dry the head thoroughly with a 
soft towel, then rub on a little bay 
rum to prevent takin? void. 


Never rub soap on the hair or scalp 


of children or grown people, as it 
makes the head sticky, and it is almost 
Impossible to get it off. Instead, make 
a good soapsuds, rub the soap on a 
sponge or washcloth, then wash the 
head as you wo'uld your face, always 
using plenty of clean water to rinse 
the hair. It is important to remove 
every trace of soap before starting the 
drying process.

length, it should never be rubbed dry

Congressman Timothy D. Sullivan of 


jCmv v.ii-i;i tv»io recently arrived home 
from abroad, wrote a letter to a .friend 
in New York, iu which he describes 
the remarkable sights he saw in Paris. 
Some of the best parts of "Big Tim's" 
letter are here reproduced, says the 
New York Journal: 


"We have arrived in France, and it 


certainly is a beautiful place. 
The 


first evening \ve had dinner at one of 
the most attractive places I ever visit- 
ed—Armonarville, in the outskirts of 
the city. 


"On our journey I got my first idea 


of Paris. We stopped on the way at 
the Jardin de Paiis, a sort of music 
hall. They charge $1 admission, or 5 
francs. A dance is given which would 
land the whole business in the Tombs 
in New Yoik. Later on I found out 
this was a very decent place when you 
measure it by the others. 


"The next day was Sunday, but there 


is no such thing as Sunday iu Paris— 
not our -Sunday. We visited the race 
course in the afternoon—Maisou La 
Fitte, it was called—and it was one 
of the most delightful places I ever 
was in, with fine accommodations for 
the public; not like England. 1 saw 
many of our American boys who were 
riding there; also Eugene Leigh, who 
is considered the 
most 
successful 


trainer here now. 
„ 


"The same evening we went to some 


of the resorts, and Sunday apparently 
had entirely disappeared. 
Every day 


you can visit places here of great in- 
terest, and the night is livelier than 
tlie day. How they stand it I don't 
know. 


"Kessler called on us and invited us 


to visit the castle of Versailles the next 
day. He came with two of the finest 
autos in the world, one "piloted by the 
famous Fouruiei', the ex-champion cy- 
clist and in my opinion the greatest 
auto driver,io the world. 


"AVe stopped at Kessler's home and 


had a midday lunch of such a quality 
and excellent service that I would not 
like to state for the reason that my old 
Bowery boys might say I did not have 
such kind of dishes when I sat at John- 
ny Meehan's or Mike Lyons'. Then 
Mr. Kessler brought us to his new 
house, which he is building at a cost of 
$2,000,000. We left in the cars for Ver- 
sailles, and he showed us some speed, 
more than I wanted, but I was not 
going to let any Frenchman see me 
weaken, so I took the ride smilingly, 
although at some places we were goiug 
at seventy-five miles an hour. 


"We arrived at the palace, and, oh. 


what a palace it is. A person could 
stay there a month and still have lots 
to see. I cannot describe one-half of it, 
as I have not time, but I never thought 
there was anything so magnificent in 
the world. We visited all the different 
rooms -nith a private guide. Mme. du 
Barry's, Louis XV. and all of the other 
historic chambers were visited. The 
furnishings are splendid, and the gar- 
dens and fountains are kept up just 
the same as in the days when those fa- 
mous people lived. 


"After leaving we halted and saw 


the beautiful view from St. Germain, 
which is hundreds of feet high. From 
it the landscape of all Paris and the 
Seine, with its valley, lies before you, 
and I can say it is most magnificent.

We then stopped at Aimeuville and 
from there rode to the Grand hotel 
here (Paris). 


"After a short rest we visited the 


cheaper part of Paris, where we had a 
splendid dinner. We then went to the 
Moulin Rouge, where they give a vari- 
ety performance. There is a prome- 
nade there, where the ladies execute 
that dancing which is known only iu 
Paris, and you cannot tell whether 
they are on their head or their heels. 


"We also visited the Cafe Le Mort, 


where the waiters are dressed as un- 
dertakers and chant death songs as 
you enter and each man holds a wax 
taper in front of him, with a coffin for 
a table. 


"There were ladies there, all sight 


seeing, and I wondered how they stood 
it. It gave me the creeps. Then we 
visited other resorts, and 1 wish to say 
right here I am for a liberal city; but. 
being a New Yorker, I am glad New 
York is not Paris. I would sooner have 
the city at the bottom of the river. 


"In visiting around Paris I saw a 


few gentlemen who figured very promi- 
nently in relorm movements in New 
York city. They were not personal re- 
formers here by any means, so they 
must need reform at home. 


"While everything over here (Paris) 


has been fine and it is a great educa- 
tion to see those places, for my part 
we have been away long enough, and 
now we cannot get home any too soon 
to suit me. Ireland gave the impres- 
lion that if there was any good iu you 
Jt seemed to bring it out of you. Some- 
Ilow or other a feeling of sadness came 
over me. 


"England gives a commercial feeling 


with their eyes to the main chance all 
the time. The Scotch are a hard people 
to get talking to. Then they are all 
kindness to serve you after you know 
them if it did not cost anything. 


"Paris—the less said about it tho bet- 


ter for Paris, outside of its beauty. 
But if "Old Nick" is allowed any free- 
dom on wirtb he has taken his holiday
